Claims 1, 6, 16 and 17 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited 
reference taken individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose performing 
compression by receiving a previous flow at a decompressor,, the previous packet flow associated 
with a context identifier, determining that a previous inactive time of the previous flow has 
exceeded an expiration period, establishing that the context identifier has expired, receiving a 
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compressed packet associated with the context identifier, the compressed packet received in the 
place of a full header packet corresponding to the context identifier, and establishing that the full 
header packet is lost in response to receiving the compressed packet.
